LONDON, Nov. 2—(United News. 
—Uniff€ation of “world controls” in 
international affairs is argued by H. G. 
Wells, the novelist, in his election ad- 
dress idsued as a Labor ca for 
parliament, Such controls, he insisted, . 
must represent all the powers of the 
world, . 

“The present league of nations has 
neither the prestige nor the authority 
to handle the greater Internationa) is 
sues of today,” Mr. Wells said. “ Uni- 
fication of.the world’s controls is the 
chief. task before mankind today and 
for the coming century.” 

The Labor party, the novelist in- 
sists, stands for all creative work in 
the state. Labor is not necessarily an- 
tagonistic to property honestly admin- 
istered for production and the general, 
welfare, hp says. 

“But labor is steadfastly and sys- 
tematically against .all unproductive 
parasitic property and against merely 
acquisitive business enterprises.

The Greek army—the disorganized, 
disarmed rabble that is all that is left 
of it—is quite unconcerned over the 
fate of its fellow countrymen. Why 
should they worry about the refugees 
when Nebraska farmers and Ohio fac- 
tory workers contribute a couple of 
dollars a month to some professional 
welfare workers’ organization to care 
for them? At most of the stations the 
Greek soldiers were busy kicking re- 
fugees off the tops of the freight cars 
where they tried to climb. Only in one 
town did I see the soldiers permit the 
civilians to climb on the car roofs.

packed their household furniture and 
everything else they owned, livestock,

track and appropriated the cars them- 
selves when an engine was attached. 
The stuff was lying there beside the 
track, cows, donkeys, bedsteads, sacks 
of wheat, bales of hay; hard, heavy, 
round, black loaves of bread, ancient 
trunks cracked open and bound up 
with rope, kitchen utensils, big bun- 
dles of rags, and rolis of carpet strewn 
there where the soldiers had thrown it. 


Live Atop Cars. 


Some of these refugees have been 
living beside the track at railway sta- 
tions or atop box cars for a couple of 
weeks and expect to rernain maybe an- 
other month, as there is a forty-five 
day evacuation period under the Mu- 


dania conference terms. Luckily it is 
not rainy and not too cold. Many fam- 
ilies have set up cook stoves on the 
car roofs, and I saw one overheated 
range. set fire to the dry old wooden 
car which started to blaze furiously. 
The group on the roof never attempted 
to put out the flames; they leaped off 
the roof and began dragging stuff and 
animals from the inside of the burning 
car.

Loses 220 in London. 

According to the results received 
this afternoon labor lost 220 seats in 
London boroughs, gaining only five. 
Even in Poplar, which is the home of 
socialism, they lost three seats, but 
still retain control of the council. Bat- 
tersea, however, which has been a 
socialist borough in the past, changes 
from a Labor to Conservative ma- 
jority. 

It is impossible to draw a close 
parallel of the voting at the coming 
general election from these results, 
as the English municipal and national 
politics are little related, but speak- 
ing generally it indicates that the 
Labor party will suffer at the polls 
on Nov. 15. The municipal voting, 
however, gives no indication how the 
vote will be given between the govern-

September by $2,733,050 worth of con- 
struction work. 

Building Commisioner Bostrom 
hailed the October report of his depart- 
ment “as another nick in high rents 
and certain proof that the home short- 
age in Chicago is being rapidly over- 
come.” 

New Homes Number 19,512. 


October's activities, added to those 
of the previous months of 1922, as 
shown by permits, give Chicago 19,512 
new homes thus far this year. 

Permits for 290 apartment buildings 
were taken out in October, as com- 
pared to 241 in September and 221 in 
October of last year. The 290 build- 
ings will contain 1,191 apartments, ac- 
cording to the records: The previous 
nine months netted apartment build- 
ings containing 13,423 flats, the rec- 
ords show. 

Permits for 561 new residences were 
issued in October, bringing the total 
number of single family dwellings for 
the year up to 4,898.
